CHAPTER I 


A DECLARATION of the RIGHTS of the INHABITANTS of the STATE OF

Article HAT all men are bora equally free and independent and have certain natural, inhe - 
Firft. rent, and unalienable rights, amongft whìch are the enjoying and defending life 


and liberty, acquiring, poſſeſſing and protecting property, and purfuing and obtaining happinefs 
and ſafety : Therefore no male perfon born in this country, of.brought from over fea, ought to be 
holden by law, to ferve any perfon asa fervant, flave or appréftice, after he arrives to the age 

of twenty one years, nor female in like manner, after fhe arriğes to the age of eighteen years, ~ 
unleſs they are bound by their own conſent, after they arrive ko fuch age, or hound by, law for the ` 


payment of debts, damages, fines, cofts or the like, 4 
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ad. That private property ought to be fubfervient to public ufes when nece

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3d, That all men have a natural and unalienable right to worfhip Almighty God, atcording | 

to the diétates of their own confciences and underſtandings, as in their apinion thall be regulated.

any religious worſhip, or erect or ſupport any place of worlhip, or maintain any'midiftér chntrar̃ 
to the dictates of his confcience ; nor can any man be juſtly deprived or abridged of any civil

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14th, The freedom of deliberation, ſpeech and debate, inthe Legiflature, is fo effential tothe - 
rights of the people, that it cannot be the foundation of any accufation or proſecution, action or 
complaint in any other court or place whatfoever. 


15th, The power of fufpending laws, or the execution of laws, ought never to be exercifed 
but by the Legiflature, or by authority derived from it, to be exercifed in fuch particular cafes, 
as this conftitution, or the legiflature fhall provide for. s e 
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16th, That the people have aright to bear arms for the defence of themfelves and the fate: 
and as ftanding armies, in the time of peace, are dangerous to liberty, they ought not to be kept 


up, and that the military ſhould be kept under ſtrict fubordination to, and governed by the civil } 
power, * 


17th, That no perfon in this ftaté can in any cafe be ſubjected to law mártíal, or to any: pene : 


ho or pains by virtue of that law, except thofe employed in che army and the militia inagual_

_ 18th, That frequent recurrence to fundamental principles, and a firm adherence tojuftice, ma- 
deration, temperance, induſtry and frugality gre apfolutely neceffary to preferve the blelings of lib» 

erty, and keep government free, the people ought, therefore, to pay particular attention to. the ſe 
points in the choice of officers and reprefentatives, and have a ritzht in a legs! way to exact a due 
and conſtant regard to them from their Legiflators and magiſtratet, in making and executing `

CHAPTER II. 


PLAN OR FRAME OF GOVERNMENT, 


SECTION L 


HE ftate of Vermont fhall hereafter be governed by a Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Senate, and Houſe of Reprefentatives ot the freemen of the fame, in manner and form 
following. a 


SECTION IL 
The fupreme legiſlative power fhall be veſted in the Sgnate. and. Houfe of Repreſęntatives. 


SECTION III. i 


“For the ſirſt feptenary or feven years next after the amendments of this conftitution fhaik be 
Adopted; the fenate thall be compoſed of members from the feveral counties In this fta te.appor~ 
‘glonéd and elected in manner: following. ‘Fhe couaty of Bennington ſhall have aright: to eleck 
To che counties of Windſor, Windham, & Rutland, feſpectively; thice-—the £ountics of Addf- 
Son and Chittenden, onerach, the county of Orange: two, and every new cóunty, when formed, 
‘one. But no county out of which a new county dhall be formed, fhalt have a right to elect more 
than one fenator, unleſs there hall be more than 10,000, fouls remaining in that county; agreea- 
ple to the laft cenfus, And forever after each county may elect one fenator for every 3,000 
fouls in fuch county ; and any county not containing that number may elect one fenator. For 
*ich:purpofe, the freemen of this fate {hall aſſemble, än their refpective towns, or places” for 
electing reprefentatives, on the fir Tuefday of September, annually, and vate, by: ballot, for 
the number of fenators their county fhall have aright to elect, which votes fhall be fealed upy by 
the prefiding officer of fuch meeting (in the prefence of the freemen) who fal write thereon 
votes for fenators and the nams of the town where taken, and within fix days after the day of e- 
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jeftion, deliver the ſame to one of thé judges of the county tot > in the fame county, and the 
judi 95 0b fiid court Wal mest at rue place Tor holding esunty courts inTald county, on the third.

SECTION VI. < 


The Lieutenant Governor fhalt . be Prefident of the Senate except when he fhall exercife the 
office of Governor; during which time, or in his. abſence, the fenate thall appoint their preſident, 
ang the prefident fhall havea caſting but no other vote, 


SECTION VII. 


Each houfe ſhall chufe their own neceffary officers, and judge of the election and qualification 
of its own members. They fhall have power to compel the attendance of abfent members in 
~ fuch manner as they fhall deem expedient—determine the rules of its pwn proceedings—=punith ite 
members by admonition or expulfion, fordiforderly behaviour, but they fhall not expel any meme- 
ber for caufes known to his conftituents, antecedent to his ele@ion.—And the two houfes fhalt 
" Bhaveall the powers neceflary for the legiflature of a free and independent ftate.—But they fhal! 
have no power to add to, alter, abolifh, or infringe any part of this conſtitution.

Each houfe fhal! keep fair journals of its proceedings, and publish them immediately after er- 
ery ſeſſion, except fuch part, as may require fecrefy and the yeas and nays of the members on any 
queftion fall, at the defire of any member, be entered on the journals.
